PREMIER FEARS ALBERTA MAY 
HAVE DEFICIT 


Calgary, Sept. 20.—While the pro- 
vincial treasurer, at the last session 
of the legislature, estimated that Al- 
berta would have another surpius for 
1927 amounting to $26,178, Premier 
J. E. Brownlee is not so certain the 
province’s business is going to come 
out just that way. 
| “We are yoing to find it more 
difficult to maintain the surplus 
this year,” said the premier Thurs- 
day morning, “owing principally te 
the loss of revenue from the Mine 
Owners’ Tax Act and decreases in 
} returns from the supplementary rev- 
}enue tax.” 

It will be recalled that the courts 
have knocked out the Mine Owners’ 
Vax Act from which an estimated 
| revenue of $200,000 had been placed 
in the 1927 estimates. 


Decreased Assessments 

With regard to the supplementary 
|revenue tax, Mr. Brownlee pointed 
jout that the full effect of the de- 
| assessments fixed by the 
{board of revision would be felt this 
| year. 

“The assessments throughout the 
province were reduced approximately 
one-third,” said Mr. Brownlee, “and 
while the loss of revenue from this 
cause last year was considerable, its

full effect will be felt this year.”

Previous Years’ Figures 


In 1925 the government estimated 
a deficit of $368,625.51 and wound 
up that year with an actual surplus 
of $188,019.54, due largely to re- 
turns from the Alberta Liquor Act. 

In 1926 the government estimated 
a surplus of $21,989.46 and wound 
up the year with an actual surplu 
of $17,800.53. 


At the last session the treasurer, 


as stated before, estimated a sur-! 
plus of $26,178.49 for the current 
year In addition, preliminary 


estimates for three months of 1928 
were brought down, in order to bring 
the business of the province into line 
with the new fiscal year which wil! 
run hereafter from April 1 of each 
vear to March 31 of the next. These 
preliminary estimates for the three 
months of 1928 predict a surplus of 
$20,710.93 for the quarter period. 
All these figures, of course, apply 
to ordinary or so-called “income” ex 
penditure and revenue, exclusive of 
capital commitments and
